Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Claim 1 is allowed because the closest prior art, Baeten et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,446,009), Sen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,654,693) and Garibotto (U.S. Patent No. 
6,446,009, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious a 
method for marine seismic data acquisition including the steps of obtaining a 3D 
wavefield by cross-line acquisition using one or more marine seismic 
sources and a plurality of marine seismic receivers arranged into one or more lines, 
wherein: decomposing the obtained seismic wavefield by applying a decomposition filter 
having two spatial directions to obtain a decomposed wavefield, wherein the 
decomposition filter is applied as a cascaded filter, in combination with the rest of the 
claim limitations as claimed and defined by the Applicant.
